and Leptis Magna in the Tripoli Colony on 

the northern coast of Africa have revealed 
to the world what, in the unanimous opinion of ex- 
perts, are the finest remains of the genius and 
power of ancient Rome to be found anywhere out- 
side of Italy. As the shifting sands, which throt- 
tled the life out of these cities 1,700 years ago and 
preserved the remains from the ravages of time and 
men, are removed, temples, palaces, amphitheatres 
and triumphal arches are brought to light which 
can be rivaled only by the ones existing in the 
Eternal City itself. Leptis Magna especially, the 
birthplace of the Emperor Septimus Severus, who 
by colossal public works transformed his home town 
into a metropolis of the African Continent, con- 
tains the remains of buildings as fine as can be 
admired anywhere else in the world. Both Leptis 
Magna and Sabrata are within easy reach of Tripoli, 
the capital of the colony, and are the goal of count- 
less tourists and sightseers. 

The excavations in this area, commenced in 1912 
at the time of the Italian occupation, have been 
continued recently on an extensive scale under the 
direction of the well-known archaeologist, Renato 
Bartoccini, and Count Volpi, the Governor of the 
Tripoli Colony, and have been carried on with much 
difficulty due to the shifting dunes and the great 
depth of the sands. 

The work at Sabrata has consisted chiefly in lib- 
erating the superb temple from the other ruins. 
Here were found a colossal bust of Jove and frag- 
ments of numerous inscriptions to the Emperors 
and members of their families. Many pieces of 
pottery and bronze were discovered in a good state 
of preservation. The excavation of the amphi-

theatre has revealed a magnificent structure, which 
is being restored to its former grandeur. This 
has been very difficult work, due to the quality of 
the stone above all, which is a sort of soft lime- 
stone, and to its long exposure to the atmosphere. 

The excavations at Leptis Magna have revealed 
much of the grandeur of that old imperial city. 
During the eighteen years which the Emperor Sep- 
timus Severus reigned he constructed those streets 
and monuments which less than 150 years later 
were destroyed by invasions and by earthquake and 
buried beneath the sands, to lie hidden for many 
centuries. 

From June, 1923, to January, 1925, intensive ex- 
cavation has been carried on in this city. The result 
has been that the baths, with an area of 15,000 
square metérs, have been liberated, revealing a 
swimming pool, 30 by 15 meters, ornamented with 
beautiful columns. Twenty statues have been un- 
earthed, among which are two draped women of 
which the heads were found later, and a headless 
male figure with the breast uncovered, as in the 
statues of Aesculapius. The well-preserved remains 
of the huge reservoirs which supplied the city with 
water during the rainless season, and of the harbor, 


made of large blocks of stone, are also extremely. 


interesting and furnish a good idea of the pros- 
perity of this once thriving centre of Roman life. 

The following figures will give some idea of the 
immensity of the buildings of Leptis Magna. The 
stadium, the only example in Africa, has a length of 
almost half a kilometer and a width of 100 meters. 
The imperial palace reveals an area of 350 by 150 
meters, with walls that rise to a height of thirty 
meters, with sixteen columns of cipollino of a height 
ranging from six to seven meters.
